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COUNCIL ELECTIONS 


In Altona there will be no election 
for council this year. All retiring coun- 
cillors have been unopposed, 


Such a state of affairs has few ad- 
vantages. ; 

It could, of course, be that rate: 
Payers are so satisfied with the ability 
and actions of their retiring councillors 
that they do not seek for alternatives. 
or it could mean indifference and 
complacency. 


Certainly with no elections the work 
and expense involved will be avoided. 
Retiring councillors will be relieved ’ 
of the necessity of justifying them- 
selves and their programme. 

But an election is the one oppor- 
tunity a councillor has to measure the 
“support or disagreement of ratepayers. 
He may sometimes receive thanks or 
more likely criticism from the man in 
his street. He can only know the per- 
sonal opinion of a few. Only votes can 
fell him what he should be told. 

~ An election is also the one. éffec- 
tive opportunity of the individual rate- 
Payer to express his assent or dissent 
from the policy and decisions of coun- 
cillors. 

A cumulative no-election practicé 
would lead to a continuous increase, in 
the isolation of the people from the 
municipal administration. :

Earnest Altona workers are striving for sup- 
port foward the Melbourne Ladies’ Welfare 
Society appeal for $200,000, 


This Society began 125' 
years ago when the women | 
of the congregation of the. 
Scots Church | formed the’ 
Presbyterian Female Visit- 
ing Society. 

They gave calico 1 make 
tents to the families arriv- 
ing from Britain, and visited 


for the children whilst their 
husbands were workiyg far 
afiéla. 

In 1859 the Society opened 
its first home for lone women 
who were able to take in 
work to help support them- 
selves and the home. 

Members of the Society 
visited and did welfare work 
in the town on Collingwood 
Flat, Collingwood, and. Rich- 
mond, Batman, Emerald Hill 
and Canvas Town. 


Soon a number of. insti- 
tutions and churches became 
connected with the Society 
and it was renamed the Mel- 
bourne Ladies’ Benevolent 
Society. ‘ 

Now known as the Mel 
bourne Ladies’ Welfare So- 
ciety, it operats in the City, 
East Melbourne, Carlton, Al- 
tona, Parkville, Fitzroy and 
North and West Melbourne. 

In 1957, “Ravenswood,” in 
Ivanhoe, was purchased by 
the Society to accommodate 
women who were looking for 
cheap “singleroom” accom- 
modation. 


Occupants paid either 7/10 
of their pension or according 
to their means. 

Now the Society wants to 
double “Ravenswood” accom- 
modation and build a wing 
which can provide full-time 
nursing care so residents do 
not have to leave the home

Branch of the Society after 
13 years as he has been ap- 
pointed to represent the Vic- 
torian Government in Lon- 
don as Agent-General. 


The Society is fortunate 
to gain the services of the 
Honourable Lindsay Thomp- 
son, MLA, as President. Mr. 
Thompson is Minister ' for 
Education in the present 
State Government. ~ 


Mr. Ernest A. Pleydell, 
MBE, JP, was forced by ill- 
health to. resign at Honorary 
Secretary after serving the 
Society for 37 years — a 
truly great record. 


Mr. K. J. Shields has been 
elected Honorary Secretary.

RESCUES AND FIRST AID 

During the year 68 rescues 
were effected by Life Saving 
Club Patrols, Of these, 14 
were in the Murray River 
at Mildura and 3 in the 
ocean at Wonthaggi. The re- 
mainder were made by bay- 
side clubs, including one by 
Altona L.S.C. Over the past 
ll years 919 rescues have. 
been made by life savers. 

A total 1,648 first aid cases 
were treated of which 162 
required medical attention. 
Altona treated 33 cases, 4 
requiring medical attention. 

Only four cuts caused by 
broken glass were treated, 
proving once again the value 
of Council’s Operation Beach 
Clean Campaign. 

Thanks are extended to all 
organisations and __indivi- 
duals who took part in this 
very worthwhile effort. 


DROWNINGS 


There was an increase in 
the number of deaths from 
drowning in Victoria from 94 
to 110. Of these, 25 were 
children under the age of 7. 
These are recorded as 
“caused by neglect.” 


It is the duty of parents 


to ensure that.their children 
are taught te swim and that 
they are not left on their 
own when bathing in the 
sea, pools, rivers, lakes or 
dams, etc.,. until they are 
competent swimmers. 


BUILDING GRANTS 


Grants totalling $15,000 
were recommended by the 
Branch Council for 1970 from 
the State Government Fund. 
Since the Fund was created 
in 1965, 31 clubs have re- 
ceived grants totalling 


$84,991. Six clubs have re- 
ceived the maximum of 
$6,000. 

Altona has received a 


total of $1,511. To obtain as- 
sistance from the Fund, 
clubs must raise $1 for each 
$2 granted by their own ef- 
forts.
